The science program offers general science, earth 
science, biology, chemistry, physics, and senior 
science. Texts for these courses are integrated so 
as to make the study continuous from seventh 
through twelfth grades. 

Improved laboratory facilities have widened the 
area of experimentation and allowed students to 
gain an insight into scientific principles. Those en- 
rolled in chemistry and physics were given addi- 
tional lab time on alternating days. This permitted 
them to complete problems and experiments.

Vocational Agriculture 


Vocational agriculture provides an opportunity 
for all interested students to participate in a 
worthwhile agricultural program designed to meet 
their individual needs. The class maintains the im- 
portance of having highly trained and efficient 
farmers who have learned the basics of crop- 
growing, become organized, specialized and mechan- 
ized planters. 

The course stresses the use of actual planting 
and experimenting to aid future farmers in the 
development of their vocations. Films and lectures 
are used to orientate pupils to conditions and dif- 
ferent environments surrounding them. Rural lead- 
ership is developed as well as technical argiculture 


skills.
